1 . Short title .- - This Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Amend 
ment ) Act , 1951 . 

2 . Insertion of now section 3A in Act XXXII of 1934 , - After section 3 
of the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Hot ), the following section shall be ingorted , namoly : 

" 3A . Power of Central Government to lovy protective duties in . 
certain cases ( 1 ) Whero the Central Government , upon & recom 
mendation made to it in this behalf by the Tariff Board sot up unler 
the Resolution of the Government of India in the Department of 
Commerce No . 218 - T (55) / 45 , dated the Brd Novomber, 1945 , is 
satisfied that circurnstances oxist which render it necessary to take 
immediate action to provide for the protection of the interests of any 
industry established in India , the Central Government may , by 
notification in the Official (inzette , imposo on any goods imported 
into India in respect of which the said recommendation is made , a duty 
of ctituing of such amount , not exceeding the amount proposed in 
the said recommendation , as it thinks fit. 

(2 ) Every duty imposed under sub -section (1 ) shull , for the pur 
poses of this Act , be deemed to have been specified in the First 
Schedule , and shall be in addition to any duty imposed under this 
Act or any other law for the time being in force, but shall not be 
included in the lily of customs upon which any additional duty 
imposed by section 6 of the Indian Finance Act , 1942 (XII of 1942 ), 
ind continuod subject to certain modificntions, by certain subve 
quent Central dots , is inculated or operate. So as in my way to affect 
the amount of any additional duty so imposed .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The objects of tho present Bill are 

(1 ) to uinond the Indian Tariff Act , 1934 (XXXII of 1934 ) to 
empowor Government to impose protective duties by notification in 
emergent circumstances on the recommendation of the Tariff Board 
to be followed up by formal legislation ; 

( 2 ) to amend the first Schedule to the Act in order to grant 
protection to certain industries and to extend beyond the 31st March , 
1951, the period of protection for certain other industries on the advice 
of the Taritt Bourd ; and 

(8 ; to amend the Indian Turiff (Amendment) Act, 1949 (I of 1949 ) 
in order to continue for a further period of three years the concessions 
agreed to under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade at 
Geneva . 

2 . As regards (1 ), tho powers indicated are at present exercisable under 
the Protective Duties Act , 1948 (XVII of 1946 ). This Act is , however , 
due to expire on the 31st March , 1951 . It is neoessary to retain these 
powers permanently and it is conveniont to have these powers incorporat 
od in tho Indian Tariff Act, 1931. 
3. As regards (2), the industries which are to be protected are 

(1) Sago globules and tapiocu pearls , 
( ii) Fine choricals ( calcium lactate ), 
(iii) Pencils , 
(iv ) Fountain pen ink , 
( v ) Oil pressure lampe , and 

( vi) Buttons , studs and cuff links . 
The industries which will continue to be protected are 

(i) Sericulture , and 

(ii) Grinding wheels and segments . 
4 . As regards (9 ), Act No. T of 1949 is due to expire on the 31st March , 
1951 . The Contracting Parties to the General Agreoment have proposed 
that the present Contracting Parties ( inoluding Indin ) should continue the 
concessions for a further period of throe years . The Schedule to the Act 
which is boing amonded accordingly embodios only the items on which 
concossions were Agreed to during the first set of nogotiations at Geneva 
in 1947 . 

5 . Opportunity has also been taken to carry out certain minor amend 
ments of % formal character.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The proviso to sub -soction ( 1 ) of section 12 of the Delhi Joint Water And 
Sewage Board Act, 1926 , makes the Central Government responsjble in 
certain circumstances for payment of a part of the dues of the Delhi Muni 
cipal Committee to the Delhi Joint Water and Sewage foard in respect 
of Altered water supplied by the latter to the former . It is considered that 
there is no justification for Government undertaking an indefinite and 
recurting liability of this kind in the case of the Delhi Municipal Committee 
alone, espocially , whon other local bodies in Delhi pay their full dues to 
the Delhi Joint Water and Sewage Board . The pregent Bill seeks to 
rehëve the Government of India of tbis liability by deleting the proviso 
to sub . soction (1 ) of section 12 of the Act . It also make certain other 
consequential changes in th » Act.

BE it enucted by Parliament as follows :--

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under clause (a ) of sub -section (1 ) of section 3 of the Minimum Wages 
Act , 1948 , as amended by the Minimum Wages ( Amendment) Act, 1980 , 
the appropriate Governments are required to fix minimum rates of wages 
in respect of tho omployments specified in the Schedule to the Act before 
the 15th March 1961. But rot all State Governments have been able to 
do so up till 110w . 

With respect to the employmenti specified in Part I of the Schedule , 
sone State Governments require an extension of time for Axation of mini 
muu rates of wages , and it is , theroforo , proposed to extend the time limit 
up to the 31st March 1952 . 

With respect to einploymont in agricultura specified in Part II of the 
Schedule , most Stato Governments have expressed their inability to fix 
minimum rates of wages within the time prescribed ag considerable diffi 
culties are involved in the proces , particularly when it has to be undel 
tulen on a country -wide scale and so as to cover all classes of employinent 
in agriculture . Aftor Careful consideration the Central Government have 
come to the conclusion that Starc Governments should , in regard to fixa 
tion of ininiinu rates of wees in agriculture , be allowed some discretion 
in the matter of its unforcement, particularly with reference to the ciato 
of enforcoinent and the areas in which and the employees with respect to 
whom tho powers may bo exercised . Sub - olauses ( 1 ) (a )( ii) and ( 2 ) of 
clause 2 nake due provision in this belialf . 

Witt respect to employments added to l art I or Part II of the Sphedule , 
As the case may be, by notification under section 27 of the Act, the Act 
now provides that the date of enforcement shall be two or three years 
from the date of the notification . In suoli cases also it would be inuch 
better to empower the appropriate Governinont to notify the date of 
enforcoment for fixation of ininimum rates of wages .
